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INTRODUCTION 

1. the Chairman of the Estimâtes Committee, having been autho» 
rised by the Q>mmittee présent this Fifteenth Report of the Estimâtes 
Committee on the action taken by Government on the recommenda- 
lions contained in the Twenty-first R^)ort (Second Lok Sabha) of 

the Estimâtes Q>mmittee on the Planning Conmiission. i 

2. The Twenty-first R^ort of thé Estimâtes Committee was pré- 
sentée to the Lok Sabha on the 26th April, 1958. The Planning 
Commission fumished their replies indicating action taken on the re- 
conunen(iations contained in Aie Report between 19th March, 1959 
and 12th July, 1960. The Planning Commission were requested 
thereafter to fumish further information on points arising out of their 
replies to certain reconmiendations contained in thé Report. The 
replies were examined by the Study Group •G' and Study Group *E* 
of the Estimâtes Conmiittee on the 7th December, 1959 and llth 
December, 1962 respectively. The draft Report on action taken on 
ail the recommendations contained in the Report was considered by 
the Study Group *E* on the 23rd January 1963 and adopted by the 
Conmiittee on the 30th January 1963.

4. An analysis of the action taken by the Planning Commission on 
the recommendations contained in the Twenty-first Report is given 
în Appendix H. It would be observed therefrom that out of 33 recom- 
mendations made in the Report, 7 recommendations Le. 21.2 per cent 
hâve been fully accepted by the Planning Commission while 9 recom- 
mendations Le. 27.3 per cent hâve been accepted partly. Of the rest, 
replies of the Planning Commission in respect of 16 recommendations 
Le. 48.5 per cent hâve been accepted by the Committee while the 
reply to 1 recommendation Le. 3 per cent has not been accepted by 
the Committee.

Short note indicating the main features of the re-organisation scheme 

of the Planning Commission 

The yarious Divisions of the Planning Commission hâve been 
classified as follows: — 

(a) General Divisions which are concemed witfa the Plan and 

the economy as a whole. 

(b) Subject Divisions which are concemed with particular 

sectors of the Plan and the economy. 

(c) Service Branches. 

2. In considering the staff requirements of différent Divisions under 
the re-organisation, the gênerai aim has been to strengthen those Divi* 
siens which deal with subjects bearing on the tasks of économie and 
social planning proper so that the methods and techniques of planning 
may be rapidly improved. It is intended that work of a carrent and 
routine character shonld be reduced in volume and greater concentra- 
tion should be secured on broader assessments, on questions of policy 
and principle, and on studies of a basic character. To secure im- 
provement in the quality of work in the Commission, personnel is being 
strengthened at those points at which thinking and study are specially 
required. In certain lower catégories, the number of staff has been 
reduced and it is hoped to bring about further réductions gradually. 

Within the organisation of the Planning Commission, ordinarily 
the charge of a Division is held by a Director or a Çhidf. The co- 
ordinating responsibility for a group of Divisions is entrusted to an 
Adviser or a Joint Secretary. At the top level, in addition to the co- 
ordination duties assigned to Secretary and Additional Secretary, co- 
ordination for groups of subjects is effected by Adviser (Planning), 
Economie Adviser, Adviser (Irrigation & Power), Adviser (Social 
Services) and three Joint Secretaries. 

In Divisions headed by Chiefs the next senior level is generally 
that of Assistant Chiefs. Directors are in charge of Divisions on their 
own and hold charge of distinct Sections functioning under the gênerai 
guidance of senior oflBcers such as Advisers, Joint Secretaries etc. 

3. In working out the staff requirement of each Division, the above 
principles hâve been applied in détail. The enclosed statement shows 
the strength as finally approved for each Division. 
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4. For the purpose of better co-ordination some of the allied Divi- 
sions hâve been grouped togetber as foUows: — 

(1) Plan Coordination, 

(2) Coordinatioii and Administration (General Branch» 

Programme Administration Division, Administration 
Bragoçh, O & M, Public Coopération Division and In^ 
formation and Publications Section), 

(3) Economie 

(Economie Division and International Tradè Develop* 
ment Division), 

(4) Perspective Planning Division, 

(5) Statistics and Surveys Division, 

(6) Agriculture and Community Development (Agriculture 

Division, Community Development Local Works 
Branche Public Administration including Local 
Ek>(lies), 

(7) Land Reforms Division, 

(8) Industry and Transport (Industry and Minerais, Village 

& Small Industries and Transport & Communications 
Divisions), 

(9) Irrigation & Power Division, 

(10) Social Services (Education and Scientific Research, 

Health, Housing and Social Welfare Divisions), 

(11) Labour and Employaient Division. 

5. The larger tcchnical Divisions hâve each been provided with 
separate office unit with a Section Officer attached to them. The 
smaUer allied Divisions hâve been grouped together and each Group 
has been given a Section Officer and a complément of Assistants and 
Clerks. The number of Assistants with the Research Divisions wîll 
be gradually reduced as more Upper Division Clerks become available. 
The object of thèse proposais is firstly to ensure better filing and re- 
cording of papers and secondly, to get the research staffs to assume 
greater responsibility for looking after their own files and following 
up action with reasonable assistance from the ministerial staff.
